London, Aug 7—The parliamentary secretary of

ernment and its members that they will be held per- 
sonally responsible if the membersof the foreign le- 
gations or other foreigner's at Pekin suffer injury. 


London, August 7—The special dispa toh of the Associated Press fromi Tien 


Tsin, dated Sunday, via Shanghai, the 7th, ia the only press message which 
has been got throUch from Tien Tsin%since the battle of Pietsang. 


Various Tien Tsin dispatches of earlier dates say the allies in reconnoit- 


eiing had encounters with the Chinese, preparatory to a general attack on the 
Chinese position, which is miles long. 


The reconnaissance has develoned that the Chinese are greater In strength 


than was expected and the allies, according to a news agency dispatch from 
Tien Tsin, dated August 2, are each day pushing nearer to the Chinese posi- 
tions. 


The Russians who have been lighting around Tarn Chow are reported, ac- 


cording to a dispatch fiom Shanghai, dated August 0, to have killed 3000 
Chinese. 


The taotin of New Chwang has refused the Russian demand to give up the 


forts thore.

Washington, August 7—The dispatch of General Chaffee, written two days 


before the battle of Sunday, confirms the dispatches received at the navy de- 
partment yesterday and also the :>ress dispatches received today concerning 
the attack on the Chine at Pietsans. 


The most interesting- feature of the dispatch is the information regarding 


the positions of the Chinese army and the fact that the advance upon Peiun is 
made by two columns, one on each side of the Pel Hoi river. 


The international force given by General Chaffee would aggregate about. 


14,000 men, while the other dispatches put it at 16,000. 


The conference General Chaffee mentions is such as has been had between 


the several commanders present at Tien Tsin. 


It is evident the foreign commanders do not underestimate what is before 


them, as the dispatch shows a thorough reconnaisance of the Chinese position 
had been, made and before the advance of ^ the international force from Tien 
Tsin the commanders were in aossession of full information relative to the 
Chinese. 


Tills is one of the most welcome features o£ the dispatch, as it proves 


conclusively the international column will not blunder upon an entrenched »o- 
siton of the ene«my. 


According to-the war department map, the town of Pietsang covers both 


sid«s of the river, but the main position is on the left side, where the Japan- 
ese, English and American forces were arranged, according to General Chaf- 
fee"s dispatch, to attack the en envy's rlgiit flanfc, the left being: protected by 
flooded ground practically unassai^ able by land force. 
According to the map there is a lake of five miles from the river at this 


point, and the ground may have been flooded from this lake through the 
dykes and canals which gridiron; the country thereabout 


The Russian an'd French forces were to attack the enemy's left on the right 


bank of the river, between the river and the railroad. 


This makesi the probable flooded district only extended to line of railroad 


which, at this point, is about a mile and a half from the river. 


General Chaffee's dispatch also shows another important feature, that the 


plan of the campaign agreed upon by the international commanders is that 
the present objective point of the column is Yeng Tsunl a tovin about 15 
miles beyond Pietsang, at a point where the railroad crosses the Pei Ho river 
from the right on the way to- Pekin. 


Once in possession of this point the international force would have 
both 


railroad and river in the rear and keep an open line of communication with 
Tien Tsin and naturally would becVHne the advanbe base from which opera- 
tions on Pekin could be protected.

Tsin, Reported Safe July 30th. Russia and United States 


Said to Be Negotiating. * Talk About Sunday's Battle 


_ Aug. 7.—A Shans-hal special, well who held that the flgrht at Pel Tsang 


'dated Aug. 6, says: Li HungChanffhas 
officially itttonaiKl the consuls that the 
ministers left Pelcin for Tientsin last 
Fridey, Aug. 8. wi^Si General Tun# Lu in 
command of th.e escort. The consuls 
.are by no means disposed to credit Earl 
Li's statement. 


All other reports that hava reached 


Loodon up to this hour indicate that the 
ministers hava not left Pekln. 


In a cablegram which v/as read In the 


fcouse of commons jeatordd-y the consul 
at Tientsin say-,: News from the Japan- 
ese legation has been received up to 
•Aug. 1. -Therefore the edicts announc- 
ing the safety of the ministers on that 
date are confirmed. 


Yesterday the Chinese minister, Chlh 


Chen Lo Feng Lu, communicated to 
Lord Salisbury a. message from, the tsuivg 
1! yamen. dated July 30, reiterating the 
statement that the ministers were safe 
on that day, and recounting- the f rtendly 
relations existing between them and the 
yanien, as well as reporting the sending 
of supplies to the legations by tha 
yamen. The message contains this Im- 
portant sttLtftment: "A successful ter- 
mination of the conference -with the 
ministers for their conveyance under 
escort to Tientsin is expected, but on ac- 
count of tfc* recommencement of hos- 
tilities at Tientsin code telegrams for 
transmission to the representatives are 
considered undesirable." 


This appears-to confirm the statement 


that the Chinese government will en- 
deavor to stop the march to Pekln by 
•using the mind#ters as hostages. 


The Lokal Anzetger of Berlin., publish- 


ing an Interview with Li Hung Chang, 
quotes him as declaring that China must 
not, In any circumstances, cade any more 
territory to any power. 
In reply to a 


question why "the rebellion was not put

-cut in twain, this being the severest 
penalty under the Manchu code. Sheng 
declares that the grand council at Pekin 
was ignorant of the orders for the ex- 
ecution. 


"The advance of the allied forces com- 


menced today," cables the British con- 
eul at Tientsin, under date of Aug. 4. 
This is the first official information te- 
ceived here that the attempt to relieve 
PekJn has begun. 
It is accepted as 


correct. 


The British consul does not mention 


any fighting, but the Shanghai corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail, telegraphing 
Sunday says: 
The Pekin relief column 


is reported to have suffered a check. The 
Chinese are said to have adopted Tugela 
tactics, and after several hours' fighting 
to have retreated. 


This Is the only message received in 


London this morning bearing out the re- 
ports of Admiral Remey and Commander 
Yaussig regarding an engagement at 
Peitsang. 
The fact that the advance 


did not begin until Saturday is taken to 
strengthen the accounts of a battle Sun- 
day, especially when it is said to have 
occurred so near Pekln as Peitsang. 


was only the beginning of a strsnuous 
resistance that would be continued to the 
gates of Pexin or beyond. It was urged 
In support of this view that the Chinese 
had a hundred irum to lose against one 
of the allies; that they were well armed 
with modern grtins and had apparently 
an abundance of ammunition.

Tha war department la in receipt of 


a dispatch from General MacArthur an- 
nouncing that he has shipped additional 
artillery supplies to Taku for use in the 
Chinese campaign. These supplies in- 
clude several gatling guns, and the re- 
mainder of the rifle and Howitzer siege 
train at Manila which up to date had 
remained useless in that country on ac- 
count of the bad roads. How much bet- 
ter General Chaffee may be able to 
handle these monster guns through the 
almost impassable rice swamps of China 
»o one at the war department was will- 
Ing to guess, but his recent dispatch con- 
tained an urgent appeal for more ar- 
tillery, and he Is getting it. The ord- 
nance experts at the war department 
pay that if it comes to,a bombardment 
of Pekin these five-inchlrifles and seven- 
Inch.

IN GREAT NEED OF RAIN. 


Crops, Wells and Streams In New England 


Are Suffering Prom Drought. 


Boston, Aug. 7.—Following is a State- 


ment of the weather and crop conditions 
of New England, compiled from, the re- 
ports of correspondents throughout tha 
section, for the week ending Aug. 6: 


Crop conditions are not so favorabla 


as they -were a week ago. 
The absence 


of precipitation has been extremely det- 
rimental in portions of Maine, Massa- 
chusetts and Connecticut. 
In a few in- 


stances the severity of the drought Is 
almost unprecedented; wells arwi streams 
are becoming quite low, pastures are 
turning brown, and crops are irrepar 
ably injured. 
One correspondent states 


that spraying has become useless; others 
state that nothing but an excessively 
heavy rain will revive the drops. These 
reports, though coming from almost 
every state in New J3ns'land, represent 
only limited areas. 
In general, how- 


ever, the crops, though not injured ex- 
cessively by the dsy weather, are now 
needing rain. 


Haying has been protracta'd in Maine 


and Vermont, owing to the showers of 
thfir two preceding weeks. 
On lata 


mown fields there Is yet. no second 
growth. Pastures are everywhere poor, 
B.nd In some instances furnish no feed., 
Dairying interests are suffering greatly 
Corn is withstanding the unfavorable 
conditions better than any other crop. 
Grasshoppers are doing much damage 
In Maine. 
Fall plowing is impossible 


until rain falls. 


The fruit crop has been greatly modi- 


fied this season by local conditions. 
From the same localities correspondents 
do not agree as to the outlook. Winter 
apples continue to fall, and this crop 
does not "now promise more than an 
average yield. 
There haa been a full 


yield of raspberries and blackberries in 
southern -New England, and both crops 
are reported to< be in abundance In north- 
ern New England. 


One report from ConmfeoQcut estimates 


the early potato crop below the average. 
In a few instances rust has injured tha 
crop, and in many cases potato beetles 
have wrought damage. 
The pea louse 


completely destroyed some pea beds. 
Rhoda IsJanid has a large crop of to- 
matoes. " Onta-is-are suffering from both 
lice and dry weather., One report from 
Vermont states that the gardens are in 
excellent condition. 


Some tc/bacco in Connecticut is now 


matured; but .none has been cut. In,' 
Massachusetts the plant is said to ba 
short, but heavy, and is maturing rapid- 
ly. 
This crop is exceptionally good.

JAPAN'S AID IN CHINA; 


ETew Japanese Minuter Says 61ie Can 


Sena 'f0,OOO Troops If Needed. 


Mr. Kogoro Takahira, the new Jap- 


anese minister to the United States^ 
who reached Washington recently, 
talked interestingly the other day with 
a Kew York Sun reporter about tie 
situation in Ghioa, with particmlar 
reference to Japan's participation. Mr. 
Takahira is well acquainted with 
America. This is his third visit to the 
country in an official capacity. 
He 


was secretary of the Japanese legation 
here from 1879 to 1883 and consul 
general in New York from 1891 to 1898. 
Lately he has been vice minister of 
foreign affairs in Totyo. He speaks 
English fluently. 


Mr. Takahira said that he left Japan. 


July 7 and was very much, behindhand 
in regard to the events that have been 
transpiring In the east. When he 
sailed for the United States the Fifth 
army corps was Wing rnobHized for 
service In China. He.did not, he said, 
know any reason to Justify the under- 
standing In the United States that 
Japan had been prevented from send- 
ing her troops to China as rapidly as 
lier facilities permitted. There was 
certainly the most hearty co-operation 
between Japan and the other powers 
in the objects of rescuing the foreign- 
ers in Peking and restoring order in 
China. 
Japane&e troops had fought 


side by side with the troops of Europe 
and America at Tien-tsin and. there 
iwas nothing to indicate friction. 


He was inclined to believe that the 


rapid development of the Boxer up- 
rising was one reason why the Jap- 
anese troops had not been sent to 
China sooner. The Boxer movement 
attained serious proportions so quickly 
that its Importance was not realized 
until It attained full sway. As to 
Japan's ability to partake in the Chi- 
nese campaign, Mr. Takahira said 
that on the present peace footing Ja- 
pan had 140,000 men and would be 
able to send half that number to-China, 
If necessary, and yet have plenty of 
troops to meet any emergency which 
might arise at home.

The Japan -Herald, accorffluig to In- 


formation from .-Victoria, B. C., says 
of the dispatch of the big army to 
China from Japan: 


"Though the most influential organs 


Beeai to approve of Japan's co-opera- 
tion with the powers at coercing China, 
tho people generally evidently feel no 
enthusiasm and are'more iocHned than 
ever to sympathize with the Chinese." 


A Japanese correspondent of the 


same paper in a letter from Tokyo 
says of Japan's action: "Russia and 
Germany have been preparing the way 
for the present complications from 
their treatment of the natives in their 
acquired territory in China such as 
would have been condemned if only it 
had been known to the world at large. 
The part played by the much abused 
missionaries falls into significance 
when compared with the injury done 
by the powers. 


"Now, 
as the Irony of fate would 


have it, Japan is compelled to quell the 
very conflagration started by them. 
Nothing is more cruel than this. In 
spite of the exultant articles in the for- 
eign papers eshorting Japan to the 
most heroic endeavors and of the false 
representation as to her feelings in the 
matter it is not with a feeling of satis- 
faction and of pride that she enters on 
the campaign. The nation at large 
condemns it. At the same time the 
people are conscious of the fact that 
when the time comes for settlement 
they must be drawn into the whirlpool 
of international quarrels, whether will- 
Ing or not. 


"As a friendly and neighboring pow- 


er, if not on any other account, Japan 
must intervene if anything like the 
partition of China is aimed at or if 
any arrangement is arrived at by 
which a particular state tries to secure 
solo benefit. For this purpose Japan 
must reserve all her energy and re- 
sources. The sooner she is prepared 
for armed conflict with a European 
power the better will her purposes be 
served. 


"By the dispatch of a large army 


Japan stands committed to the task of 
suppressing the insurrection. It is of 
no use for her to try to extricate her- 
self from the position. However pleas- 
ed the cabinet ma.y be to dance to the 
piping of the western powers, the na- 
tion will not tolerate any vacillation 
now, seeing that Japan is likely to in- 
cur -heavy ezpanaiture of money and 
men. There shall be no waste of labo^ 
no retreating without effecting some* 
thing in China. Her efforts in the 
earne direction in Korea have been 
thwarted by Russia simply because she 
was not prepared to go to the extent of 
appealing to arms. Now fate ordains 
he* to face all the possibilities. She ia 
in a different mood. She cannot help 
it. 
\frhetBer ehe goes to war with 


Russia over the Korean or Chinese 
question does not make any difference 
so far as the fighting is concerned. 
Perhaps .better to have China as a field 
of operation, for once it is known that 
Japan is going to exchange blows with 
Russia for their sake every ablebodied 
Chinese will join the Japanese, All 
the contingencies depond upon bow 
Russia acts when settling up accounts. 
It remains for her either to precipitate 
or to avoid the war.

Lieutenant von Ksron of the German

INDIA'S ANT1FOREIGN SPIRIT. 


Returned Missionary Says There Is a 


Movement Tbere Like the Boxers*. 
In view of an alarming statement 


made by a missionary just returned to 
Canada from India respecting the ex- 


I istence of an antiforeign movement in 
| the latter country, Mr. Justice Ta- 


chereau of Ottawa, Judge of the su- 
preme court of Canada, who has re- 
cently traveled extensively In India, 
.was Interviewed upon the subject by a 
New York Sun man. 
Judge Tache« 


reau said: 


"There Is undoubtedly a great anti- 


foreign movement in India similar to 
that o£ the Boxers in China, Certain 
foreign missionaries teach the natives 
of India that the British are to blame 
for the ills that befall the country. 
When the famines and plagues come, 
these missionaries tell the natives that 
they are the result of British rule, and 
this of course breeds bad feeling. 


"Great Britain holds her power In 


India by a very slender thread. The 
British officers in India admit that tha 
feeling against Great Britain is general 
among the people. Three hundred mil- 
lions of people are being kept down by 
a slender force, and among them are 
not 100,000 really loyal natives. Great 
Britain controls through warit of unity, 
among the natives. If united, they 
could with ease throw the British into 
the sea. 


"When in India, I was told that there 


was danger of an outbreak, but It haa 
not yet come. The natives are splen- 
didly drilled, and their officers say 
there are no better soldiers In the 
world.

Responsible For His Own Death 


Coroner H. E. DeFreest of Troy yes-

80,000 people here, and fully 10,000 
have no money to get home and noth- 
ing to live on. They have to be helped 
or they will perish. This Is the most 
overrated place I ever saw, as nearly 
all the gold dust seen comes from Daw» 


Horseshoes. 


Horseshoes are of uncertain date and 


have caused some discussion among 
military historians. Nailed shoes were 
not known by the Greeks, for Xepo- 
phon gives minute Instructions for 
hardening the hoof. Nor did the Ro- 
mans use them. Nero had mules shod 
with a plate of silver fastened by 
crossed thongs to the hoof. With Pop- 
psea, his later wife, it is said these 
plates -were of gold. Tbe earliest posi- 
tive evidence of nailed shoes Is fur- 
nished by the skeleton of a horse found 
In the tomb of Chiiderie I (458-81) at 
Tournay in 1653.

In the county of Berkshire', state of 


Massachusetts, 
the lofty Monument 


mountain roars its gray form. If there 
is anything sublime attached to a 
mount, a rare beauty will be admitted 
to linger around this wild and tower- 
ing line of rocks. Its bold and frown- 
ing front extends about one mile, and 
so roughly is it flung together by na- 
ture and standing at the same time 
eo perpendicular that a tremulous ohill 
hurries over the body as the awestruck 
beholder gazes up at it. A few knotty, 
dwarfish pines are to be seen peering 
obliquely from the narrow crevices, 
looking green even among rocks, like 
hope flourishing on the borders of de- 
spair. 


The red bolt from the thundercloud, 


the winds and tho power of centuries 
have tota way many fragments of 
stone from on high and sent them smok- 
ing to the base, where already a long 
pyramidal line is strung along, quite a 
mountain in itself. The reau of this, 
place falls off with a gentle slope, which 
is overshadowed by tall and regal look- 
Ing trees, whose giant roots have' never 
been broken. It presents a fearful yet 
magnificent appearance. There is no 
village near to wake the solemnity of 
its solitude, and silence is as profound 
at the sun's meridian ad at the hush of 
midnight. It always seemed to me this 
spot was a favorite with the sun, for the 
first rosy flush of morning appeared un- 
easy until drinking the dew from the 
trees upon its brow, and his last rays 
lingered there at evening, even after a 
partial twilagh* began to fling a dusky 
shade over the vast valley below. But 
this may be imagination. 


I must just mention a circumstance 


in relation to this mountain which 
gave to it the appellation which it has 
received. 


Once this backward elope was stud- 


ded with the wigwams of the Indians, 
called the Stockbridge tribe, and tradi- 
tion has handed down many an ambig- 
uous and chilling tale in regard to 
them. It was an established law among 
them that when an Indian committed a 
deed the penalty of Which was death 
he should plunge himself, or, refusing 
to do this, be plunged by some one Of 
his tribe, over this frightful precipice. 
Many had been dashed to the reeky 
vale below, and eo high was the ipot 
from where the victims were casfi off 
that it was generally supposed that,the 
rapid descent through the air deprived 
them of breath, and few if any had ev- 
er been conscious of anything wfcen 
they had reached the earth. 


A beautiful squaw transgressed by 


marrying into another tribe, and fche 
penalty for such an offense was and ev- 
er bad been death. Slae was well aW&re 
what her fate would b& previous to aer 
sealing it, but it did not restrain frer. 
She disobeyed, and nothing could atone 
but the full extent of the law. -Although 
she had courage sufficient to face diath 
in marrying, she did not feel willing to 
sacrifice herself according to the man- 
date, and it therefore devolved fcpon 
eome one to precipitate her ovefc the 
cloud capped mountain. All her limbs 
being boun4 except her hands, eh* was 
borne to the verge and launched fcway 
with all the stoicism for which t£e In- 
dians are famous. But here a thi% oc- 
curred which had never been Kjaown 
before. In hef dowDWard flighft she 
came in contact with the long braftch of 
a pine which swung out mant foet 
from the rocks, and, grasping W with 
the clutch of death, succeeded in break- 
ing the force she had attained, and re- 
mained holding fast, suspended between 
the top and base of the mountain. 


Thero she hung at the meswy of & 


slender branch, without even t\ hope of 
rescue. The space between bear and the 
rocks was too much to think of touch- 
ing them, and her strength, ewen in the 
cause of life, was not soffioiewt to draw 
her up to tho limb. She cast her eyes 
up, but nothing was there feat her re- 
lentless enemies, whose diminished and 
dusky forms were arranged along the 
edge of the mount. 


They mocked her in the situation in 


which she was-placed, s*sd {-be aisles of 
the forest reverberated to tibeir hideous 
%nd unearthly yells. BelAw all was in 
miniature — the rocks wer* dwindled to 
a level with the surrounding vale, the 
trees had shrunk away to bushes, an old 
chief, who was sitting oii a rock string- 
ing his bow, was but a upeck, and the 
outline of his form could scarcely be 
traced.

Night came and passed 
away, and still sho was swinging on 
this sloping pine, and the noise which 
she uttered told that hunger was doing 
his work upon her. Late in the morn* 
'ing some of the Indians, going over to 
'the verge of the precipice and beading 
over, saw a few crows circling round 
•the unfortunate victim's head, as if im-' 
.patient _ for bet wasting body, which | 
they evinced by diving and darting at 
her form and then, rising suddenly in' 
the air with outstretched wings, as if- 
eome motion of life had deterred themi 
from their purpose. Often did they rest 
Uieir weary wings upon the very teeo 
by which she was supported, and the 
long day passed with some one of these! 
'iable creatures watching the moment 
when the grasp should fail and her 
'body fall below. 


It was on the night of the second day 


that a scene took place which has never 
Iboen. forgotten. The sun fell away at 
eve with a peculiar .splendor, turning 
,'every object in the valley to a golden 
•light and causing the Housatonio, in 
its serpentine course, to gleam up and 
bpangle like liquid fire. Many was the 
'hnnter who lay watching the beantv of 
the beams wnioh 'wero rrang aro'una 
.him, and when the last gorgeous streak 
had faded over Monument mountain the, 
broad heavens were clear and blue, ex- 
cept the crimson folds which floated in 
grandeur along the west, yet the squawi 
still hung by the branch of the pine,' 
.'and her cries alternately rose through 
the deep stillness that reigned around. ; 
i But soon a leaden haze began to rise 
along the azure wall of the west and 
iwas shortly succeeded by dark, dismal 
looking clouds, around whose edge the 
lightning played, as if to light them on 
in their sad and gloomy pathway. Tho 
thunder muttered faintly, then sent its 
roll up to the meridian, end finally, 
with increased power, cracked and.sbook 
through the very heavens. The shriek 
of the squaw was heard in the profound 
pause after the roar had died away, but 
its echoes stirred not the sympathies of 
any One of the tribe. Higher and high- 
er rose the storm. The lightning crinkled 
over the sky more vividly, and the re- 
port followed so soon and heavy that 
the gray old trees of the mount trem- 
bled as the peals burst through the up- 
per world. 


Night bad set in with all its black- 


iiesB, when a party of the tribe proceed- 
,ed to behold the situation of the squaw. 
(Soon after their arrival a flame of fire 
suddenly lit up the woods. The pina was 
'struck by a thunderbolt, getting it on 
fire, which, being parted from the cleft 
of the rock, spun round and round so 
swiftly that naught could be traced of tho 
itree itself or the squaw whom they sup- 
posed to be attached to it. Upward it 
hurried into the air, burning and whiz- 
eing ia its course, the torrents of rain 
not even dimming its glare. Tradition 
says it whirled with such velocity that 
it did not seem to the eye to turn at all. 
Away it went, and it is said tho Indi- 
ans gazed at it until it seemed no big- 
ger than a star, when finally it was losb 
in the blackness of the sky. The base 
,of the mount was immediately exam- 
ined, but nothing was to be seen either 
of the pine or the squaw, when it was 
finally concluded in council that it waa 
the work of the Great Spirit. The Indi- 
ans, therefore, raised a monument by 
rolling stones together, which stands to 
this day, and from which the monntaiu 
takes its name. 


The untutored urcbin quickens his 


pace when passing this spot after day- 
light has departed from its summit and 
whistles a lively air to elevate bis 
drooping spirits, and the teamster, as 
the crack of his whip rings among the 
looks, starts from his seat as if a spirit 
'spoke, so strange are the associations 
connected with Monument mountain. — • 
New York News.

Will Be Delved Info by Frofes«or 
ClnC and His Students—Mystery of 
a Cave. 


Professor Benjamin Cluff of Provo 


college, the leading institution of learn- 
ing in Utah, is now In Cludad Juarez, 
Mexico, making arrangements for a 
Scientific expedition Juto Mexico and 
Central and South America. Professor 
Cluff will lead a party of 28 students 
and three professors, all of Provo col- 
lege. The professors are specialists in 
botany, zoology, geology and archae- 
ology. They will spend two years In 
Mexico and Central and South Ameri- 
ca and will leave the border just aa 
soon as their outfits are 
arranged, 


which will reqttlre a few days more. 
They will first enter the Sierra Madre 
mountains southeast of Cludad Juarez 
and work for several months in that 
eectlon, says the Chicago Record. 


The Sierra Madres contain a great 


many unexplored Indian caves and 
ruins. There are more than a dozen 
Aztec ruins In the valley of the Casas 
Grandes river. Up In the mountains, 
especially In Guaynopa canyon, there 
are ruins of cliff dwellers. At one place 
particularly these ruins are on a per- 
pendicular bluff rising about 2,000 feet 
from the bottom of the canyon. The 
houses are simply excavations in the 
side of the great cliff and contain many 
devious and unexplored passages. They 
are almost Inaccessible, and It will re- 
quire the use of long ropes and lad- 
ders to get Into them. Professor Clnff'a 
party will endeavor to make a thor- 
ough examination of these rains. Just 
within a cave near tbia cliff there is aa 
oya, or water Jar, that stands about sis 
feet bigh aad ia about six feet In diam- 
eter. The entrance to the cave Is too 
small for the oya to bave been admit- 
ted through It, and since there Is none 
of the clay of which it IB made near the 
place there Is considerable mystery aa 
to how it was got into the cavern. 
There are many other caves, cllffi 
dwellers' ruins and evidences of an 
ancient people thraugh the Sierra 
Madres. 


In a canyon called El Pulpito there Is 


a small round cave with a rounded 
dome. A horse can be ridden In at the 
entrance. On the walls of this place 
are many curious drawings. There are 
images of men, _serptints, centipeds, 
wild animals arfa a curious figure that 
partially resembles the picture of the 
popular, idea of the devil. It has a hu- 
man face and short, sharp horns and 
shaggy hair. The drawings are simply 
a white kind of cement plastered on 
the rock. It can be removed only with 
a chisel or other -instrument. The ex- 
plorers will study this cavern among 
the others. 


After spending several months in the 


Sierra Madres studying the ruins, the 
botany, geology and zoology of that sec- 
tion of Mexico Professor Cluff and hia 
party will follow down the Yaqui val- 
ley until they arrive among the Yaqul 
Indians. He expects to make arrange- 
ments with the Mexican government if 
possible for permission to enter the 
Yaa^i cotmtry. The "Yaquis are now 
In a state of •rebellion against Mexico, 
and it has been the policy of General 
Torres, commanding the troops, to keep 
Americans and others out of the Yaqul 
district until the Indians could be paci- 
fied. It Is the intention of Professor 
Cluff if he gains the necessary permis- 
Blon to spend several months studying 
the habits and customs of those In- 
dians apd especially their folklore. He 
will leav£ two students among the In- 
dians, who will remain for two years, 
in order to learn the language and gain 
all the knowledge they can of Yaqul 
myths and legends. 


Prom the Yaqui country the party 


will follow the mountain ranges south 
to Mexico City. Then they will go to 
Yucatan and among the Maya Indians. 
The same attention will be given to the 
Mayas as will be given to the'Yaquis. 
The party will spend some time In Yu- 
catan to archaeological studies and will 
then pursue their labors in Guatemala. 
They will collect and preserve botani- 
cal and geological specimens wherever 
they go and will gain all the knowledge 
possible concerning the history of the 
Indian tribes and the pre-Columbian 
peoples. 


After leaving Guatemala they will 


endeavor to penetrate the Jungles of 
the isthmus Of Panama. Then they 
will explore the MagdaJena river, 
which rises In Colombia, and empties 
into the Caribbean sea after flowing 
600 or 800 miles. The exploration will 
require about eight months. The high- 
lands of Ecuador will be followed, and 
then the party will go through Peru 
find Chile. After being absent two or 
more years tliey will embark for the 
states at Valparaiso. 


Professor Cluff and all the members 


of his expedition are Mormons. Provo 
college Is to pay the cost, which will 
amount to more than $10,000. Pack an- 
imals will be used throughout to carry 
their camping utensils, tents, supplies 
and specimens as they are collected. 
They*will,not travel at all on the rail- 
roads. They expect to endure a good 
many hardships, but are thoroughly ab- 
sorbed In the work and Its results and 
will push forward regardless of fevers 
and other tropical diseases.

Over the OJd Style. 


A Chicago maa has invented an 


army canteen which Is designed to 
keep water cold and hot coffee hot m 
the hottest or coldest of weather, as 
the case may be, says the Buffalo Ex- 
press. The canteen now used by Unit- 
ed States soldiers will carry liquids, 
which Is the best that can be said for it. 
A short trip In the sun will heat its 
contents or la the cold will cool them, 
and the results are tar from satis- 
factory. 
The Chicago invention con- 


sists of a tin can similar to that now 
In use, but covered by a secret prep- 
aration of ground cork and another 
substance. Outside of this is a case of 
felt, which, to turn, is covered with a 
heavy duck. The canteen weighs four 
ounces more than does tb,e regulation 
one, but it-la thought that soldiers will 
be willing to casry the additional 
weight for the additional advantages. 


Tests with it have shown Interesting 


results. One of the new canteens and 
one of the old ones were^filled with 
water and placed in the sun on the 
roof of a building. The water of the 
old canteen reached^ a temperature cif 
112 degrees, while that in the new one 
was only 72 degrees. 
Both canteens 


were then placed In a steamroom with 
a temperature of 150 degrees. The 
water In one became as hot as the 
room, and that lu the- other remained 
4£ 82 degrees.

To begin with, eat good, 
nourishing food, and plenty of It It is 
a great mistake to biippose that the 
body requires less food during the heat- 
ed season. Protracted heat exhausts 
vitality, and food is needed to sustain 
strength. Drink plenty of water or 
milk or buttermilk. I prefer aerated 
mineral waters. Alcoholic drinks gen- 
erate heat and should be avoided in all 
forms. 
Take exercise at the proper 


hours— that is, in the morning and 
evening 
Do not work too hard, but 


work steady. Keep out of the sun's 
rays. Batbe regularly. If you feel the 
weak, fainting, dizzy sensations that 
presage heat prostration, get Into a 
cold bath at once, an ice cold bath if 
possible. If you cannot get to a cold 
bath, place your wrists under a faucet 
of cold water. Drink, Ice cold water, 
but see that It is not too cold. Remem- 
ber that heat prostration Is due to ab- 
normally high temperature of the body 
and that the thing to do IB to reduce 
this temperature.

Heaven's Ford, was, next to Peking, the 
most important city in the province of 
Chi-U, says the New York Herald. It 
was situated a,t the junction of the 
Grand canal with the Pei-Ho,*80 miles 
southeast of Peking and 35 miles by, 
water from Taku. The city proper was 
not large territorially. Its wall had a 
circuit of a little more than three 
miles, but the suburbs were extensive. 
In the suburbs most of the business 
had been transacted. All of the streets 
within and without the city were nar- 
row and filthy. The buildings were 
neither beautiful nor interesting. Most 
of the houses occupied by the wealthy 
Chinese were built of either mud or 
brick. Lord Charles Beresford wrote 
In hia book that the estimated popula- 
tion to JL897 in Tien-tsin was 1,000,000. 
The total value of trade in 1897 was 
nearly £8,000,000. The total tonnage 
of shipping entered and cleared in 1897 
was 1,326,663. The total value of im- 
ports and exports in 1S97 fr&s about 
£9,232,030. There were four banks to- 
the city.

ItenortB from central and western 


Mexico clearly indicate that the center 
of copper and gold mining interests ta 
the southwest is soon to toe transferred 
southward from Arizona and New Mex- 
ico. 
Almost daily come statements, 


some from very reliable sources, of 
great or* finds in the states of Sonora 
and Chihuahua, Mexico. The latest 
Story to which credence may be given 
ia that of Charles Ertcksen and Harry 
Tboroldsoa, two New York state men, 
who have been prospecting in the Mex- 
ican mountains for the past two or 
three years. 
They passed through 


1'henlx, A. T, the other day, en route 
to San Francisco, and exhibited a large 
quantity of gold from placer fields at 
some point along the southern side of 
the Sierra Mad*e range In the lower 
portion of Chihuahua or the northern 
part of the state of Dueango. They are 
very reticent about their find, but to a 
New York Sun correspondent intimated 
that thore was plenty more gold where 
theirs came from, but that it was care- 
fully guarded by Yaqui Indiana, w-ho 
are yet holding out against the Mexi- 
can army sent to subdue them. 


Ericksen estimates that he and- hia 


partner have about ijJlS.OOO in dust and 
tells of peculiar circumstances under 
which it was secured. Abotrt the mid- 
dle of May the two prospectors found 
traces of gold in a small stream, the 
exact location of which they keep a, 
secret They followed the stream up 
into the hills and were washing out th« 
dust in good quantities when they were 
attacked by a small party of Yaqnis. 
Both miners were well armed, and for 
a day and a half they stood off the 
Indians. They were well Intrenched la 
the front and piotected in the rear by 
a huge rock formation, which prevent- 
ed an attack from that direction. Sin- 
gularly, the Indians made no determin- 
ed effort to drive out or kill the two 
miners, but were content to fire an 
occasional shot and spend the tune in 
conference. At the end of the second 
day an Indian, who was evidently the 
leader of the band, came out into the 
open, laid down his gun, raised his arms 
up\\ ard and walkea toward the whites. 
Ericksen, who is the older of the two, 
saw that a truce was intended and 
went out to meet the Indian, also lay- 
Ing down his gun. They conferred in 
broken Spanish for a short time and 
the American convinced the Indian 
that he was not a native, but a stranger 
seeking gold. The latter assertion was 
received with very evident displeasure, 
and the meeting ended abruptly by the 
Indian declaring that the two whites 
could go away unmolested provided 
they went at once and agreed never to 
return in search of the gold ta the 
mountains. 


The party of Indians rode away and 


the following morning the two miners 
started northward toward the Arizona 
line. Glancing back as they rode away, 
they saw a half dozen heads peeping 
over the rocks and knew that the In- 
dian threat had been In earnest 
Stop- 


ping at a ranch a little farther on, they 
learned that one tribe of Yaquis has 
long been in possession of <a source of 
ample quantities of gold, bW has reli- 
giously guarded its secret and never al- 
lowed prospectors to tarry long in the 
vicinity of the gold region. 
For 


months, however, they have been en- 
gaged in desultory warfare -with tho 
Mexicans and neglected, to some ex- 
tent, their goldfielda. 


Ericksen and Tharoldson state that 


the Mexican troops are now practically 
In control and that General Torres' 
army, which has divided Into two 
parts, has cut the remaining Indians 
into siuaai bands and that most of 
these are returning to their homes. 
They believe that the stream from 
which they washed their gold will lead 
up to big quartz finds and they intend 
to return early in the fall with a well 
armed expedition. They say that in 
most of the mountain streams in the 
southern part of Chihuahua small 
quantities of gold can be washed out 
but in not such quantities as in the 
stream which they found. 


In all parts of upper Mexico the 


Indians have been troublesome for 
nearly a year, and most prospectors 
have avoided the country, through fear 
of the Indians. Nevertheless many 
good finds have been made. Various 
plans are being made for railroads 
into the now almost Inaccessible min- 
ing country, and within a year several 
lines will be built The Sante Fe al- 
ready has feeders down well mto that 
country and tt ia stated on good au- 
thority Is planning to birild many more 
branches. 
The Southern Pacific, too, 


is looking over the ground and will 
put a big force of engineers at work 
this fall. Mining men all through Ari- 
zona are becoming deeply Interested 
in the outlook in Mexico.

GOLD MINE IN NOTCH 


John L. Lyons Believes he 


Has Precious Metal in 


Paying Quantities 


ASSAY SHOWS BIG RESULTS 


Result Received Yesterday Indicates 


Presence of Easily Accessible For- 


tune in What was Started as 


sulphur Mine. Experts 


Enthusiastic 


For the last eight months John 
L.. 


Lyons of Furnace street has been sinK- 
ing a shaft into the ledge onl the old 
Sly farm, recently owned by Mrs. Jen- 
nie Jones, in the notch, the mine hav- 
ing been started for a sulphur mine. 
Some time ago, however, quartz was 
reached that was believed to be gold 
bearirJg, and this belief lias now been 
confirmed by experts who have ex- 
amined the mine, and by assay tests. 


Yesterday a report was received from 


the chomist of the Hlnsfiale mining 
and milling: company, which makes it 
certain in Mr. Lyon's opinion that the 
quartz is rich enough tb make it well 
worth mining, and Mr. Lyons is con- 
fident that he will be able to develop 
a gold mine that will pay far better 
than those about Hlnsdale anti Pitts- 
field. 


The shaft has been sunk into the 


mountain about 70 feet, reaching: a 
vertical depth of about 40 feet, and the 
main vein has just been reached.

THE EASTWOOD MURDER TRIAL 


Former Local Man Put on Trial For 


Life Today 


The trial 'of Frederick Eastwood, who 


lived In this city for some time and 
then moved to Greenfield, and who is 
charged with murdering Franklin E. 
Fenn in Middlebury, Vt.. on the night 
Of August 14, 1809, will be begun In the 
Addison county, Vt,, 
c'ourt, 
Before 


Judge James M. Tyler Of Brattleboro, 
this afternoon.. 


It Is alleged that Eastwood shot his 


mother-in-law, 
his wife, 
Franklin 


Fenn, his brother-in-law, and Mrs. 
Fenn, his wife's sister, in anl apparent 
attempt to wipe out the whole family. 
This was after the funeral of his wife's 
father, after she refused to return to 
Greenfield with him, 


Eastwood gave himself up at the Ad- 


dison county jail while all the 'offlcere 
were searching for him. In December 
last the grand jury inUioted Eastwood 
for the murder of Franklin Fenn, and 
also reported indictments for the at- 
tempt murder of his wife,, of his wife's 
mother, Mrs. Marlon Brown, and his 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Franklin Fenn. This 
-covers practically the casetof the state 
against Eastwood, as it will be pre- 
sented to the jury. 
, , 


For the defense the shooting of Fenn 


will nlot be denied, %>ut the claim is ex- 
pected to be set up that domes-tic troub- 
les and epileptic fits, to which East- 
wood is said to have been subject, had 
so far unbalanced his mind as to ren- 
der him legally irresponsible for his 
actions. 


Since the December term of court 


Eastwood has been confined in the state 
insane asylum at 
Waterbury, Vt., 


under the snrveilanct- of the physi- 
cians and guards of the institution, as 
a test of his sanity or insanity. It is 
understood that he has not been a, very 
tractable nriscner. 


If a jury should be promptly secured, 


which is altogther unlikely, the trial 
will probably occupy about two weeks.
